THE KERALA SHOPS AND COMMERCIAL ESTABLISHMENTS 

(AMENDMENT) BILL , 1979 


BILL 


further to amend the Kerala Shops and Commercial Establishments Act, 1960 . 

Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Kerala Shops 
and Commercial Establishments Act, 1960 for the purpose hereinafter 
appearing ; 

Be it enacted in the Thirtieth Year of the Republic of India as follows: 
1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
Shops and Commercial Establishments (Amendment) Act, 1979. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Amendment of section 18. - In section 18 of the Kerala Shops and Com 
mercial Establishments Act, 1960 (34 of 1960), after sub -section (4), the 
following sub-section shall be inserted , namely : 

" (4A). In directing the payment of compensation under sub -section (3 ) 
or sub -section (4 ), the appellate authority may include as part of the com 
pensation the wages of the employee for the period he was kept out of 
employment." 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Sub-section (2 ) of section 18 of the Kerala Shops and Commercial Esta 
blishments Act, 1960, provides that an employee whose services are dis 
pensed with may appeal to such authority and within such time as may be 
prescribed . Sub-section (3) of that section provides that the appellate 
authority may, after giving notice in the prescribed manner to the employer 
and the employee, dismiss the appeal or direct the reinstatement of the em 
ployee with or without wages for the period he was kept out of employment or 
direct payment of compensation without reinstatement or grant such other 
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relief as it deems fit in the circumstances of the case. According to sub 
section (4 ), in directing the reinstatementofan employee the appellate authority 
shall also direct the payment of such amount of compensation as may be 
specified by him in case the employer fails to reinstate the employee in 
accordance with the directions. 


2. In the judgment in W. A. No. 79 of 1975, the Kerala High Court drew 
the attention of the authorities to the need for a suitable amendment to sub 
section (3 ) of section 18 of the said Act so as to clarify the position that even 
where only compensation is granted , back wages may still be included as an 
element in the compensation . It is , therefore, proposed to amend section 18 
to make it clear that in directing payment of compensation under sub -section (3) 
the appellate authority may include as part of the compensat on the wages 
of the employee for the period he was kept out of employment. It is also 
proposed to make a similar provision in respect of the compensation awarded 
under sub -section (4 ) ofsection 18 . 


3. The Bill is intended to achieve the above objects.

THE UNIVERSITY LAWS (SECOND AMENDMENT ) BILL , 1979

further to amend the Cochin University Act, 1971, the Kerala University Act, 1974 
and the Calicut University Act, 1975 . 

Preamble. - WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Cochin Univer 
sity Act, 1971, the Kerala University Act, 1974 and the Calicut University 
Act, 1975 for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

Be it enacted in the Thirtieth Year of the Republic of India as follows: 
1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the University 
Laws (Second Amendment) Act, 1979 . 

(2) Section 2 shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day 
of February, 1976 and the remaining provisions of this Act shall come into 
force at once. 

2. Amendment of Act 30 of 1971. - In section 16 of the Cochin University 
Act, 1971 (30 of 1971), after sub-section (3A ), the following sub -section shall 
be inserted , namely : 

" (3B ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act or in the Statutes, 
no person elected under item (2) under the heading " Elected Members" 
in section 15 shall cease to be a member of the Senate merely on the ground 
that he has ceased to be employed or normally resident within the territorial 
limits of the University." . 

3. Amendment of Act 17 of 1974. - In section 18 of the Kerala University 
Act, 1974 (17 of 1974 ), after sub -section (3A), the following sub -section shalí 
be inserted , namely: 

" (3B ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act or in the Statutes, 
no person elected under item (2) under the heading " Elected Members" 
in section 17 shall cease to be a member of the Senate merely on the ground 
that he has ceased to be employed or normally resident within the territorial 
limits of the University .” . 

Amendment of Act 5 of 1975. - In section 18 of the Calicut University 
Act, 1975 (5 of 1975 ), after sub -section (3A ), the following sub -section shall 
be inserted , namely : 

" (3B) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act or in the Statutes, 
no person elected under item (2) under the heading "Elected Members " 
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in section 17 shall cease to be a member of the Senate merely on the ground 
that he has ceased to be employed or normally resident within the territorial 
limits of the University.” . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
According to the first proviso to sub -section (2) of section 16 of the 
Cochin University Act, 1971 (30 of 1971), no member nominated or elected 
to the Senate in his capacity as a member of a particular body or as the holder 
of a particular office shall hold office for a longer period than three months 
after he has ceased to be such member or holder of such office unless in the 
meanwhile he again becomes a member of that body or holder of that office. 

The first proviso to sub -section (3 ) of section 18 of the Kerala University 
Act, 1974 (17 of 1974 ) and the first proviso to sub-section (3 ) of section 18 
of the Calicut University Act, 1975 (5 of 1975 ) are similar to the first proviso 
to sub -section (2) of section 16 of the Cochin University Act, 1971 . 

2. According to Statute 1 of the First Statutes on Register of Graduates 
of the Cochin University , Statute 3 of the Kerala University (Registration 
of Graduates) First Statutes, 1975 and Statute 3 of the Calicut University 
(Registration of Graduates) First Statutes, 1975 , a person whose name is 
entered in the register of registered graduates is eligible to retain his name 
in the register only so long as he is either employed or normally residing in 
the territorial jurisdiction of the University . A member elected to the Senate 
of a University from the registered graduates constituency and is employed 
in the territorial limits of the University will cease to be a registered graduate 
of the University on his transfer to a place outside the territorial limits of the 
University and consequent shifting of residence. In such an event he will 
cease to be a member of the Senate by virtue of the provisions mentioned 
above. The continuance of membership of such a person in the Senate 
therefore depends on the will and pleasure of the employer. A person in the 
service of the Government may have to be transferred to any part of the State 
in the exisgencies of service. It would not be fair that by the transfer to any 
place outside the territirial limits of the Universiy a person loses his member 
ship of the Senate or the Syndicate . It is, therefore , considered necessary 
to amend the said Acts to provide that a person elected to the Senate from 
the registered graduates constituency shall not lose his membership merely 
on the ground that he has ceased to be employed or mormally resident within 
the territorial limits of the University . 

3. The Bill is intended to achieve the above object.
